Rotted cornice. If a sheet.

For the past four years, we have 
used a rotary garden tiller in soil 
preparation and in part for ‘ ultiva- 
uon. We have also kept our origina! 
garden tractor, which still remains 
my own favorite for cultivation 
work 

rhe tiller has flat, curved teeth 
which revolve at high speed. One 
going-over prepares the soil for 
seed sowing or setting out plants 
We have learned though that it 
works best when there is a good bit 
of some kind of organic matter on 
the surface which is cut up and 
worked in as the tller does its job. 
I his can be a cover crop as ¢ lover 
or ryegrass, manure, weeds, or 
crop residue. This also keeps the 
soil from baking and allows air and 
water to penetrate better. 


April 7 Warm sun, and I scattered 

ut food over the space David 
prepared with the tiller yesterday. 
He raked this in with the cultivator 
teeth on the wheel hoe. Meanwhile, 
I was treating the seeds of my early 
vegetables by putting a pinch of 
suitable chemical into each packet 
and shaking. This is to control 
damping-ofl diseases in the soil and 
make for a better stand. 

Then I sowed seeds in the early- 
vegetable bed— beets, carrots, rad- 
ishes, kale, Swiss chard, kohlrabi, 
lettuce, spinach, Lite Marvel 
peas, and two rows of Cuthbertson 
sweetpeas. And, oh ves, two rows of 
omon sets 

At this point I discovered that I 
had failed to buy any certified po- 
tato seed. David wanted to plant 
some of our own potatoes, a few ol 
which we still have left from last 
year. But I explained that certified 
seed, which comes in the bag with 
the seal and blue label, is better. 
(Note: A day or two later we plant-

OW-Cost lence 


By Dick Frazier 


I you need a neat fence—and cost is your big considera- 
tion —here’s one you can make, paint, and erect for little 


more than 60 cents per running foot. This one—128 feet 
long—cost less than $80 for materials. 

Posts. To make 17 posts, a local lumberyard supplied 
34 six-foot 2x4s of No. 2 fir. From 1x4-inch lumber, they 
cut to order four “spacer” blocks for each post—one 2 
inches long for the top, two 11 inches long for the middle 
spaces, and one 30 inches long for the bottom. 

Rails. The rails are simpler. Order 48 eight-foot 1x6s 
and give them a coat of primer. 

How fence goes up. Stretch a heavy cord tightly the length 
of the fence line, 12 inches above ground. Mark your post 
positions with stakes, and dig postholes 2 feet deep. Set 
each post so edge just touches cord. After second post is 
set, adjust top rail so one end runs through and is flush 
with edge of first post, the other end is halfway through 
the second post 

Complete each 3-rail section before going on to the 
next. Drive sixpenny nails through the posts and into the 
rails from both sides to fasten securely. Apply a final coat 
of house paint 

When grade is uneven. Uf your lot isn’t level, you can sink 
posts deeper on high spots and make the fence perfectly 
horizontal. But if there are definite high and low spots on 
the line and your fence will be long—it will look better 
if you set all posts at the same depth and let the fence fol- 
low ground contours. Use a carpenter's level to set posts 
straight 
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To lengthen life of anv fenee, soak or paint joints, parts that ye 
inte soil wherever moisture can collect with a pentachlorophenol 
or copper or zinc naphthenate preservative. Treat before you fasten 


the segments together. Or use pressure-treated wood where available 


Nail your spacing blocks securely to one of the 
post 2x45 so your post wont warp. A piece of 
IaG-inch lumber, the same width as the rails to 


be used, will he Ip vou line up your spacin blocks 


before you nail them on. Use nails of alumioum

After spacers are nailed on, place second 2x4 so it is exactly flush 
with the first one. Fourteenpenny spikes are just long enough. Put 
some spikes in from each side to prevent warping. Paint your posts 
and precut rails with primer before assembling for the best results
